Then Pretty Bertie McOonnell At- 


tempted to Kill Herself, 


COATESVILLE, Pa., March 23.—One of 


the most shocking tragedies that has ever 
stirred the people of this place occurred on 
Saturday, when pretty Bertha McCon- 
nell, of this city, and barely 20 years of 
age,' shot Harry Thompson, a traveling 
salesman for the Singer Sewing Machine 
company, while in a hotel in Lancaster. 
She boarded an express train after tho 
shooting and returned to this place, where 
she attempted to end her life in. the same 
manner. The double crime is alleged to 
have been the result of Thompson having 
deceived and betrayed the young woman. 
Both Miss McConnell and her victim are 
in a critical condition, and will probably 
die. 


The young woman is the daughter of 


John McConnell, a well known citizen of 
this place, and was possessed of a disposi- 
tion and personality that won for her 
many friends. It was too years ago that 
she met Thompson. She was then em- 
ployed in a dry goods establishment. 
Thompson seemed to find favor in the 
young woman's eyes at once, and this soon 
led to a friendship that quickly ripened 
into love. 


Thompson visited the young woman fre- 


quently. He told her his home was in 
Harrisburg, where he lived with his 
mother. In time, however, it was gossiped 
about that he was a married man. This 
charge he denied. The young woman evi- 
dently had faith in her lover, for about 
two months ago she left town with him, 
and it was current report that they had 
married and were living quietly and hap- 
pily in Lancaster. 


That this was not true became known 


only last Monday, when Miss McConnell 
returned to Coatesville, and to some of her 
closest friends made known that she had 
been deceived and ruined by Thompson. 
While here she purchased a revolver, and 
on Friday returned to Lancaster with 
what now appears to he a determined re- 
solve to avenge herself. 


She went to their room in the Keystone 


HowB6fcsj*&> none,but she and Thompson 
' knows what took place there. They evi- 
dently quarreled, but none of'the hotel 
attaches heard any shots fired. It was not 
until morning that the discovery was 
made. Thompson was found in bed with 
a bullet wound in his head and the bed 
clothing saturated. He was conscious and 
refused to tell who shot him. When ques- 
tioned as to his wife's whereabouts he re- 
plied that she had gone for a doctor. 


It became known soon afterwards that 


Miss McConnell had left the hotel and 
came immediately to her home in this city. 
She went upstaiis., and placing the re- 
volver against her breast fired. The bullet 
missed her breast, but passed through her 
lung and lodged in the back. She then 
told of her attack on Thompson. She said 
he had ruined her life, and as she had 
nothing to live for she wanted him to die 
before he could bring ruin and disgrace on 
others. 


Thompson, some time after the shoot- 


ing, was removed to his brother's home in 
Lancaster. Notwithstanding he was in- 
formed by his physicians and the magis- 
trate that he was going to die, he posi- 
tively refused to disclose the circumstances 
of the shooting, saying that he knew noth- 
ing of it. Thompson shows remarkable 
nerve. "If I am going to die," he said to 
the magistrate, "let nie die in peace. I 
don't want to be bothered by you." 


Thompson stubbornly refuses to allow 


the physicians to probe for the bullet, 
telling them his injuries arc slight and 
that he will soon "pull through." He has 
a very ugly wound over his left eye, from 
which the brains slowly ooze. The doc- 
tors have probed the wound to a depth of 
three inches without succeeding in finding 
the ball. 


Policeman Henk, of Lancaster, arrived 


here yesterday-with a warrant for Miss 
McCorinell's arrest, but owins* to her crit- 
ical condition tho warrant was not served. 


Thompson has a wife and two small 


children living at Harrisburg. Mrs. 
Thompson says her husband tried to get 
rid of the girl for over a year, but that sho 
followed him wherever he went. Bertie 
called at Thompson's home in Lancaster, 
and after his removal to Harrisburg, in a 
letter to him, the girl oUercd to furnish 
1900 to get a divorce from Mrs. Thompson 
in order that lac might marry her. Thomp- 
son's wife has been advL^ed that her hus- 
baaid vri!l die.

TWO MINING FATALITIES. 


Thirteen Killed at Dubois and Tiro Re*- 


ouers at Adrian, Pa> 


DUBOIS, Pa., March 24.—A terrific ex- 


plosion of gas occurred at the Berwynd- 
White shaft in the eastern limits of the 
city yesterday, and thirteen miners were 
killed. The mine is a new one, which the 
company has been opening up and work- 
ing crews in shifts to push the headings 
out in various directions for big work 
later on. 


Eighteen men wont on at 7 o'clock in the 


morning, fourteen going into the north 
heading and four into the south heading. 
At about 10 o'clock the fonr men were sen- 
sible of a shock, and a few minutes later 
the mine boss came to them and told them 
something had happened, and that they 
should got out as soon as they could 


"When the party, then consisting of five, 


reached the foot of the shaft they were 
nearly overcome by the gas and were hur- 
riedly taken up in the cage. As the work 
of rescue proceeded it was found that the 
shock in the north heading was so terrific 
that two of the bodies were mutilated al- 
most beyond recognition, but the balance 
had evidently been suffocated by the foul 
gas. The dead are: 


George Harvey, married, no children; 


Henry Harvey, married, two children; 
Harry Smith, married, two children; 
James Graham, Sr., married, large fam- 
ily; James Graham, Jr., single; Lindsey 
H. Bradley, married; John Monroe, mar- 
ried, two children; Jesse Poetlethwaite, 
married, three children; George Postleth- 
waite, married, large family; Andrew 
Nowak, David Bell, Reuben Noble and 
George Ainsley, all married. 


PUNXSUTAWJIEY, Pa., March 84.—The 


gas in mine No. 1, Adrian, exploded Sun- 
day night, and the mine is on fire. It is 
impossible to get into the mines any dis- 
tance, although the explosion occurred 
two miles back. Shortly after midnight 
the fire boss heard an explosion, and yes- 
terday morning the men going in to work 
were overcome. Eleven men. have been 
brought out, with two dead. The dead 
are Isaac Jones, married, with three chil- 
dren, and Joe Lawrence, widower, with 
eleven children. Both these men were 
rescuers. 


All Seven Were Murdered. 


ALMA. Wis., March 25.—Aji investiga- 


tion just concluded shows th"atv the seven 
members of the Oldhouse family, who 
were found dead in the ruins of their 
burned house on the 6th inst., were mur- 
dered. An inquest was held at the time 
and a verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned. 
Yesterday the bodies were ex- 


humed. It was found that two bullets 
had penetrated the skull of the father, 
that the mother's skull had been crushed 
and that the head of one of the children 
had been crushed in. A revolver was found 
on the bed near the mother's side, and a 
shotgun lay near the body of the husband, 
whose remains were found near the front 
window. A fracture in the skull of one 
child was evidently made with a hammer, 
which was found near the body. There is 
no clew to the murderers. The object was 
evidently robbery.

McGrath, 18 years old, lies dead at the 
morgue, and 35-year-old Samuel P. Lang- 
don is under arrest. He is a son of Bich- 
ardLangdon, one of the oldest and wealth- 
iest coal operators ia the Huntingdon coal 
regions.

Then Pretty Bertie MoOonnell At­ 
tempted to Kill Herself. 


C o a tk s v ille , Pa., March S3.—One of 
tho most shocking tragedies that has ever 
stirred tho people of this place occurred on 
Saturdii^, when pro tty Bertha McCon­ 
nell, of this city, and. barely 20 years of 
age* shot Harry Thompson, a traveling 
salesman for the Singer Sewing Machine 
company, while in a hotel in Lancaster. 
She boarded an express train after tho 
shooting and returned to this place, where 
she attempted to end her life in the same 
manner. The double orime is alleged to 
have been the result of Thompson having 
deceived aud betrayed the young woman. 
Both Miss McConnell and her victim are 
in a critical condition, and will probably 
die. 


The young woman is tho daughter of 
John McConnell, a well known citizen of 
this place, a w a s possessed of a disposi­ 
tion and personality that won for her 
many friends. It was too years ago that 
she mot Thompson. She was then em­ 
ployed in a dry goods establishment. 
Thompson seemed to iind favor in tho 
young woman’s eyes at once, and this soon 
led to a friendship that quickly ripened 
into love. 


Thompson visited the young woman fre­ 
quently. He told her his home was in 
Harrisburg, where ho lived with his 
mother. In time, howevor, it was gossiped 
about that he was a married man. This 
charge ho denied. Tho young woman evi­ 
dently had faith in her lovcjr, for about 
two months ago she left town with him, 
and it was curront report that they had 
married and wore living quietly and hap­ 
pily in Lancaster, 


That this was not true became known 
only last Monday, when Miss McConnell 
returned to Coatesville, and to some of her 
closest friends made known that sho had 
been deceived and ruined by Thompson. 
While here she purchased a revolver, and 
on Friday returned to Lancaster w ith 
what now appears to be a determined re­ 
solve to avenge herself. 


She went to their room in the Keystone 
HouTOiswxd-iione but sho and Thompson 
knows what took place there. They evi­ 
dently quarreled, but none of ‘the hotel 
attaches heard any shots ilred. It was not 
until morning that tho discovery was 
mado. Thompson was found in bed w ith 
a bullet wound in his head and the bed 
clothing saturated. Ho was conscious and 
refused to tell who shot him. When ques­ 
tioned as to his wife’s whereabouts ho re­ 
plied that she had gone for a doctor. 


It became known soon afterwards thafc 
Miss McConnell had left tho hotel and 
came immediately to her homo in this city. 
Sho went upstair^, and placing the re­ 
volver against hor breast ilred. The bullet 
missed her breast, but passed through her 
lung and lodged in tho back. Sho then 
told of hor attack on Thompson. She said 
ho had ruined hor life, and as she had 
nothing to live for sho wanted him to die 
before he could bring ruin and disgrace on 
others. 


Thompson, some time after the shoot­ 
ing, was removed to his brother’s home in 
Lancaster. Notwithstanding he was in­ 
formed by his physicians and the magis­ 
trate that he was going to die, he posi­ 
tively refused to disclose the circumstances 
of tho shooting, saying that he knew noth­ 
ing of it. Thompson shows remarkable 
nerve. “If I am going to die,” he said to 
the magistrate, “let me die in peace. I 
don’t want to be bothered by you.” 


Thompson stubbornly refuses to allow 
the physicians to probe for the bullet, 
te llin g them his injuries are slight and 
that he will soon “pull through.” He has 
& very ugly wound over his left eye, from 
which tho brains slowly ooze. The doc­ 
tors have probed the wound to a depth of 
three inches without succeeding in iimiing 
the ball. 


Policeman Henk, of Lancaster, arrived 
here yesterday w ith a warrant for Miss 
McConnell’s arrest, but owing to hor crit­ 
ical oonditieu tho warrant was not served. 


Thompson has a wife and two small 
oliildren 
living 
at Harrisburg, 
Mrs. 
Thompson says her husband tried to get 
rid of the girl for over a year, but that sho 
followed him* wherever he went, Bertie 
called at Thompson's homo in Lancaster, 
and after his removal to Harrisburg, in a 
letter to him, tho girl offered to furnish 
$500 to get a dlvorco from Mrs. Thompson 
in order that ho might marry her. Thomp­ 
son’s wife has been advi&ed that hor hus­ 
band wiJI die. 


L a n c a s te r , Pa., March 25. — Harry 
Thompson, the man who was shot Satur­ 
day morning, still lies at tho home of his 
brother, No. 11 South Duke street, in a 
precarious condition, while his would-bo 
slayer, Bertha McConnell, also hovers be­ 
tween life and cimlh at her father’s house 
in CoatesviUe, Ho still persists that he 
knows nothing about, the shooting.

TWO MINING FATALITIES. 


T hirteen K illed a t Dubois an d Two Res­ 
ellers at Adrian, P*. 


Dubois, Pa., March 24.— A terrific ox- 
plosion of gas occurred at the Bcrwynd- 
Whito shaft in tho eastern limits of the 
city yestorday, and thirteen miners were 
killed. The mino is a now ono, which the 
company has been opening up and work­ 
ing crows in shifts to push the headings 
out in various directions for big work 
later on. . 


Eighteen men wont on at 7 o’clock in tho 
morning, fourteen going into tho north 
heading and four into the south heading. 
At about 10 o’olock tho four men -wore sen­ 
sible of a shock, and a fow minutes lator 
the mino boss came to them and told them 
something had happened, and that they 
should got out as soon as they could. 


When the party, then consisting of five, 
reached the foot of tho shaft they were 
nearly overcome by tho gas and were hur­ 
riedly taken up in the cago. As the work 
of rescuo proceeded it was found that the 
shock in the north heading was so terrific 
that two of tho bodies wore mutilated al­ 
most beyond recognition, but the balance 
had evidently been suffocated by the foul 
gas. Tho dead are: 


Georgo Harvey, married, no children; 
Honry Harvey, married, two children; 
Harry Smith, married, two children; 
James Graham, Sr., married, largo fam­ 
ily; James Graham, Jr., single; Lindsoy 
H. Bradley, married; John Monroe, m ar­ 
ried, two children; Jesse Postlothwaite, 
married, three children; George Postleth- 
waite, married, largo family; Andrew 
Nowak, David Bell, Reuben Noble and 
George Ainsley, all married. 


P u n x s u ta w n e y , Pa., March 24.—The 
gas in mine No. 1, Adrian, exploded Sun­ 
day night, and the mine is on fire. It is 
impossible to get into the mines any dis­ 
tance, although tho explosion occurred 
two miles back. Shortly after midnight 
the fire boss heard an explosion, and yes­ 
terday morning the men going in to work 
were overcome. Eleven men have been 
brought; out, with two dead. The dead 
are Isaac Jones, married, with three chil­ 
dren, and Joo Lawrence, widower, with 
eleven children. Both these men wero 
rescuers. 


All Seven W ere Murdered« 


Alma, Wis., March 25.—A;i investiga­ 
tion just concluded shows th at the seven 
members of the Oldhouse family, who 
were found dead in the ruins of their 
burned house on the 6th inst., were mur­ 
dered. An inquest was held at the time 
and a verdict of accidental death was re­ 
turned. 
Yesterday the bodies were ex­ 
humed. It was found that two bullets 
had penetrated tho skull of the father, 
that the mother’s skull had been crushed 
and that the head of one of the children 
had been crushed in, A rovolver was found 
on the bed near the mother’s side, and a 
shotgun lay near the body of the husband, 
whose remains wore found near tho front 
window. A fracture in the skull of one 
child was evidently made with a hammer, 
which was found near the body. There is 
no clew to the murderers. The object was 
evidently robbery. 


The W ages’ of Sin. 


P h il a d e l ph ia, March 25.—Pretty Annie 
McGrath, 18 years old, lies dead at the 
morgue, and 55*year-old Samuel P, Lang- 
don is under arrest. Ho is a son of Rich­ 
ard Langdon, ono of tho oldest and wealth­ 
iest coal operators in the Huntingdon coal 
regions. Tho couple have been living to­ 
gether as man and wife at 2926 Girard 
avenue, whore tho girl was fuund dead in. 
bed on Monday night. Tho police are 
reticent> but it is evident that there are 
suspicions of poisoning. Langdon is mar­ 
ried, but is separated from his wife, A 
year ago Miss McGrath’s brother killed 
his 8-yoar-old daughter and then com­ 
m itted suicide at his home in this city. 


Struck Dead iu Mid-Air* 


GiramiE, O. T., March 24.-’While two 
painters were .at work, soventy-flve feet 
from tho ground, on the spire of tho Bap­ 
tist church in tho little town of Grand, a 
thunder storm sprung up and a flash of 
lightning struck the spire, knockingaway 
tho scaffolding, splitting tho spire, and 
leaving Somers and Ford pinned to tho 
roof doad. Their clothing was ignited, and 
for ton minutes tho bodies were seen burn­ 
ing in mid-air. Heavy rain finally extin­ 
guished tho flames, and threo hours later 
tho remains of tho painters wero brought 
from tho steeple, charred aud almost un­ 
recognizable. 


The Fight for-iSiglit Hours. 


I n d ia n a p o lis , March 25 —At today’s 
session of tho executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor tho sub­ 
committee on tho eight hour day problem 
submitted its report.

Before putting the^bad^r 
in the boiler tfor the purpose ofre> 
moving the flesh from the the bones, 
the head was cut off and the skull de- 
nuded of its skin and flesh. After this 
had been done, the skin was sewed up 
and stuffed, so that it would look as 
lifelike as possible, and then pickled 
in alcohol. 


After this ghoulish work had all 


been completed the flesh was cre- 
mated by those having the work in 
charge, this last act taking place on 
the night'of November 27, 1882.—New 
York Advertiser.

OUR MILITARY FORCES. 


IF NEEDED, UNCLE SAM COULD RAISE 
AN ARMY OFTEN MILLIONS. 


And I t W ould Mo Mntle V* o f Good F ig h t­ 
in g M ntorlnl — K o q u lrp n ^ u t» for Knll*t- 
inont Moro KIrI«!

Should you volunteer your services 
at the first call for an addition to the 
army, you may stand a chauco to 
enter the ranks if you are between 21 
and 30 years old, of pood character 
and habits, 
able bodied, free from 
disease, not less than five feet and 
four inches tall and between 128 and 
190 pounds in weight. If you measure 
above five feet ten inches in hoight, 
or weigh abovo 165 pounds, you can 
enter the infantry or artillery, but not 
the cavalry. 


These are the requirements for en­ 
trance to the regular army* 
They 
would remain in force during the 
mustering of volunteers until men 
should bo passed in with insufficient 
speed. Then the restrictions in regard 
to age would be mado less exacting. 
1 \\ great emergency the fighting ago 
would doubtless be stretched to from 
18 to 45. 
The restrictions in regard 
to weight would perhaps be changed, 
but very heavy men would not be ac­ 
cepted. F at men do not make as good 
soldiers as thin meu. 


The war department has prepared a 
table showing what it considers to be 
the’ correct proportions 
of height, 
weight and chest measurement. 
A 
man 5 feet 4 inches tall should weigh 
128 pounds, should have 
a chest 
measuring 32 1-2 inches 
without 
breath and a chest expansion of at 
least two inches. 
A man 5 feet 10 
inches tall should weigh 155 pounds, 
should have a chest measuring 35 
inches when without 
breath ' and 
should have a chest expansion of 2 1-2 
inches. 
Similarly, if he is 6 feet 1 
inch tall,he should weigh 176 pounds, 
should measure 36 1-4 inches around 
the chest, expansion of at least 2 1-2 
inches. 
Weights between these are 
given proportionate measurements for 
the other details. 


In the event of war many require­ 
ments prescribed for enlistment in the 
regular army during peace must be 
eliminated. 
For instance it would be 
impossible to enter the army in time 
of peace if you were married, if you 
are not a citizen of the United States 
or a candidate for citizenship, or if 
you cannot sjDeak, read or write the 
English language. 
Married men and 
foreigners are readily 
accepted as 
volunteers in case of war, and it would 
count for little whether a private 
could read and write or not. 


Similarly, in the navy certain re­ 
strictions are eliminated in case of war. 
Males may enter the navy if they are 
between 14 and 35 yoars old. 
?In time 
of war the maximum age limit would 
doubtless be raised ten years. 
Ac­ 
cording to the printed regulations per­ 
sons enlisted in the na^al service 
must bo “ of robust frame, intelligent, 
of perfectly sound and healthy consti­ 
tutions, free from any physical defects 
or malformation, and not subject to 
fits.” 


Many vacancies for patriotic boys 
.irill occur in the event of a war. Boys 
betwreen 16 an 18 may enter the army, 
but only as musicians. To be a drum- 
mer-boy in the war would be very 
picturesque. 
To enlist for such ser­ 
vice, however, a boy must have “ the 
written consent of his father, only 
surviving parent or legally appointed 
guardian.” 


With similar consent boys between 
14 and 17 may enter the navy to serve 
as apprentices, but they m ust be of 
robust frame, intelligent, of perfectly 
sound and healthy constitution” and 
free from a long list of physical defects. 
A boy of 14 must measure not less 
than 4 feet 9 inches, weigh not less 
than 70 pounds and while breathing 
naturally must have a chest measure­ 
ment not less than 28 inches. 


To begin with, each volunteer would 
get the same pay as now allowed *the 
soldiers of the standing army,of equal 
rank. This pay might be raised to en­ 
courage new recruits, but it is very 
unlikely that it would ever be lowered. 
In the land service you would, as an 
enlisted man, earn from $12 to §34 a 
month, according to your grade — 
whether a private, musician, wagoner, 
artificer, saddler, farrier, blacksmith, 
corj)oral, trumpeter sergeant or ser­ 
geant-major, 
If enlisted in the navy 
you would receive from §16 to $60,ac­ 
cording to rank. 


Scientific opinion is united in agree­ 
ing that our raw material for war pur­ 
poses is superior to that available in 
*61. 
Statistics of full-grown men in 
our late war show that the Americans 
were of greatest stature. 
I t will bo 
remembered that almost all nation­ 
alities were represented in that con­ 
flict. Professor Donuth of Buda Pesth, 
on the other hand, finds that in all 
European countries where military en­ 
listment is compulsory to every male 
citizen, the ¡percentage of men rejected 
because of smallness of stature has 
largely increased during the past ten 
years. 
The Spaniards are a puny, 
dwarf race, compared with us. 
Like 
all Latins they have deteriorated, 
physically. 
The soil of America ap­ 
pears to be the healthiest of the world. 
In comparative tables 
of 
human 
stature, the American Indian stands 
iirst. 
The white 
American stands 
fecund. 
Since 1861 we have become 


stronger and healthier 
for 
many 
reasons. 
Chief among these is that 
since that time preventive medicine 
has wolluigh reached perfection. 
All 
our sanitary improvements of any im­ 
portance have 
been mado since the 
war.

HABITS OF REINDEER, 


T hey F in d T h o lr Own Food an d W ill N ot 
D rin k W a tn r b u t 13ut, Snow In ste a d , 
W. A, Kjellman, superintendent for 
the United States of the reindeer in­ 
dustry in Alaska, was a passenger on 
the westbound train which passed 
through here. 
Mr. 
Kjellman is a 
Norwegian, about forty years of age. 
For several years lie was a buyer and 
a shipper of reindeer, and as such 
made regular trips to Lapland to buy 
them for slaughter. 
He became an 
export in the matter. He subsequently 
came to this country, 
settling near 
Madison, Wis. 


Rev, Sheldon Jackson, formerly of 
Rochester, this state, a very energetic 
Presbyterian minister, is a missionary 
in Alaska, and is the author of the 
movement to introduce the reindeer 
in Alaska. 
Mr. Kjellman was secured 
to take charge of the work. 
The 
government started in five years ago 
and nowr has a herd of 1500 in Alaska. 
This spring 1000 more females will be 
imported from Siberia, and with this 
large addition it is expected that there 
will soon bo reindeer enough in Alas­ 
ka to make traveling easy. The theory 
of the government is that with means 
of getting about Alaska will soon bo 
explored. 
When it was first proposed 
to take food into the Klondike coun­ 
try 
the 
government 
appropriated 
$200,000 for the purpose. 


Mr. Kjellman was at once sent to 
Lapland and in ten days had these 
reindeer ready for shipment. 
He 
paid $10 a piece for them in Lapland, 
and thoy will cost about $80 or $‘.K) 
laid down in Alaska. 
He says the 
government could readily sell them 
for $200 each to Klondikers. 
The 
great advantage of the reindeer over 
the dog or horse is that he can find 
his own food. 
They live entirely on 
moss, and in the time he has been in 
Alaska he never camped in but two 
places where he could not tether out 
a reindeer and have it find plenty of 
food. 
Dogs and horses haYe to be 
fed, and this is the difficulty with 
them. 
The reindeer are raised like 
sheep and sold like sheep for the mar­ 
ket. 
Mr. Kjellman says there are 
reindeer in Canada—far north—by 
the thousands, and that there would 
be money in breeding them for the 
market, as the meat could be sold at 
all times without the restrictions of 
the gamo law. 
The reindeer in his 
charge have not had any water since 
leaving Lapland—they will not drink. 


In case some snow is found in Mon­ 
tana they are going to stop and let 
them have some. 
Mr. Kjellman says 
that they will then go a month longer 
without suffering from thirst. 
There 
is some moisture in the moss which is 
fed them and this keeps them from 
suffering. 
This moss does not grow 
south of the 65th parallel of latitude, 
but there is sufficient in Alaska to m ain- 
tain from nine to ten million reindeer. 
No matter how much a reindeer is 
driven or handled he never becomes 
tame so ho can be caught. 
Take tho 
straps off him and he has got to be 
lassoed. 
They fight with their front 
feet. 
They are not altogether tract­ 
able and are liable to get out of jm- 
tience and attack one. 
Frequently 
they will turn when harnessed, 
as 
there are no thills to the sled, and at­ 
tack the driver. 
He has made sixty 
miles in five hours -with a single rein­ 
deer. 
Unless there is a load they 
drive them single. 
They can cover a 
hundred miles in a day easily. 
They 
work them at from three to seven 
years and are at their best at four 
years and weigh about 275 pounds.— 
St. Paul Pioneer-Press, 


Celtic N am o W a s Given to th e 
G reat C hilian C ruiser. 


Many persons aro at a loss to uu 
derstand how it happens that Chili 
has a cruiser which bears the decided­ 
ly Irish name O’Higgins, 
* 


Our own government, as we know, 
has attempted to purchase this excel­ 
lent cruiser which has just been com­ 
pleted in England. 
The name O'Hig- 
gins is held in affection and reverence 
in Chili. 
It is said that she would 
have sold us this cruiser had it borne 
any other name, but the Chilians will 
never part with a cruiser named in 
honor of one of her best beloved pa­ 
triots. 


There were two famous O’Higgins. 
Bernardo, tho more famous, was the 
natural son of Ambrosio H. O’Higgins, 
who was known in County Meath, Ire­ 
land, where he was born, as Ambrose 
Higgins. 


This Higgins was educated in Cadiz 
by his uncle, a priest. 
When ho 
reached manhood he wont to South 
America to make his fortune. 
This 
was in 1750, 
He landed at Buenos 
Ayres, put all tho money he had into 
a peddler’s stock, 
and 
with 
that 
strapped to his back tramped over the 
Andes. 


I t was his good fortune to reach 
Chili in tho midst of a revolution. 
Like a genuine Irishman, he took a 
hand in the fight at once. 
He proved 
the best fighter of the lot, roso rapid­ 
ly, and in 1788 became captain general 
of Chili. 


Then he tacked the “ O” to his 
name. 
He received the highest title 
the country could confer, and was 
subsequently appointed viceroy 
of 
Peru, holding which office he died at 
Lima in 1801. 


Bernardo O’Higgins, the more fa­ 
mous son of a famous father, was born 
at Chilian, Chili, August 20, 1776, 
He was educated in England, where 
he remained until 1802, when he re­ 
turned to Chili. 
His father died the 
year before. 
O’Higgins became in­ 
volved at once in the revolutionary 
plots of the time. 
In 1810 he was al­ 
ready a leader of the Revolutionary 
party. 
When it obtained control of 
the government he was appointed to 
the command of the army, succeed­ 
ing Carrera, who then took the field 
to overthrow the government, accord­ 
ing to the usual course of things in 
that period. 
But a Spanish army 
crossing the border from Peru, the 
rivals agreed to combine their forces 
and wage Avar on the common enemy. 
Carrera, however, failed to co-operate 
with O’Higgins at a critical stage of 
the campaign—he was openly charged 
with treachery afterward— and the 
army led by O’Higgins was complete­ 
ly routed by Osorio at Rancagua. 
The country was abandoned to the 
Spaniards, the Chilians retreating in 
broken battalions over the Andes. 
O’Higgins then offered his services 
to San Martin, who had collected an 
army at Mendoza. 
The patriots in ­ 
vaded Chili early in 1817, and on Feb­ 
ruary 12 of that year, *a great battle 
was fought at Chacabuco, where O’Hig­ 
gins, heading a desperate charge, 
turned defeat into a brilliant victory. 
The occupation of Santiago followed, 
and San Martin declining to accept 
the responsibilities of office, O’Hig­ 
gins became supreme director of Chili, 
which was another name for dictator. 
In six years he had driven the last 
Spanish force out of the country. 


Bernardo O’Higgins was a very able 
man. 
Under his rule Chili diveloped 
rapidly. 
He was finally overthrown 
by his old rival, Carrera, and disap­ 
peared from public life in 1823. 
He 
went to Lima, and lived in seclusion, 
dying there October 24, 1842, 


O’Higgins struck Spain many a 
hard blow, and a cruiser used against 
Spain could bear no name more ap­ 
propriate than his.—Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion,

of our fashionable restaurants, and, 
after engaging a private room, gave 
instructions that no expense should 
be spared to make the meal a gastro- 
noinical success.

off splendidly until the cigar and 
coffee stage was reached, and the host 
asked that his bill might bo brought 
to him. 
He assured me that he had 
never felt smaller in his life thau 
when the head-waiter, in the hearing 
of the assembled company,approached 
him, and in a loud voice asked, “ And 
how many breads have you had, sir?” 
“Ju st as though I had been busily 
engaged in counting up how many 
rolls my guests had eaten,” was the

charge is made at all for bread.

CREAT ENGINEERING FEAT, 


T h e Sutro B a th s H ave A cco m m o d atio n s 
for OOOO Visitors, 


The erection and final completion 
of the Sutro baths of San Francisco, 
constitute a worthy endingto the long 
and wonderful career of Adolph Sutro, 
now closed by the failure of his giant 
intellect. 
No baths of ancient Rome 
were ever comparable to them in size, 
grandeur or extent. 
The origin of 
these baths furnishes a chapter in the 
history of engineering of unique in­ 
terest, 
Sitting on a rock overlooking 
the sea, close by his Cliff House, fa­ 
mous the world over, Mr. Sutro mused 
upon ways and means of utilizing the 
great powor of the sea dashing in upon 
the crags and flooding the hollows of 
the shore. 


By a basin scooped out of solid 
rock the ocean has been harnessed to 
the will of the builder, for the sea is 
dashed into it with every surging of 
the waves. 
From this basin the salt 
water is conducted to a settling tank, 
from which it passes through various 
small canals, into the mammoth swim­ 
ming tanks, 


The tanks are inclosed in a struc­ 
ture skirting the edge of the shore, 
rising inland, 
in three successive 
heights, giving tho óutward aspect of 
three roofs, 
each higher than the 
other. 
The entire building is of 
steel, iron and glass, giving a won­ 
derful effect of light and airiness. 
The six bathing or swimming tank* 
are nearest to the sea, and the surf 
| without is at all times visible from 


within the building. Tho largest tank 
contains sea water in its normal state, 
and the others are heated to various 
temperatures to 
suit the require­ 
ments of all, 
Tho longest tank is 350 
feet in length, and L-shaped, being 
250 feet wide at its greatest width, and 
150 feet in its narrowest. 
The baths 
are supplied by the ocean direct, but 
pumping facilities are provided, in 
case of a failure of the tides, by which 
water can be forced in at the rate of 
6000 gallons per minute. 


The emptying of the tanks required 
wonderful ingenuity, so that a return 
of water once used might be avoided. 
Refuse water in the main outlet, re­ 
ceiving the contents of all the tanks, 
is piped hundreds of feet to the other 
side of tho headlands, thus passing 
into the tidal current, and far away 
from the baths. 


On the inland side of the tank rises 
tho vast amphitheatre; tier U23on tier 
of seats rising higher and higher, 
though from each and all of them a 
commanding view of tho swimming 
tanks is obtained. 


Forty tub bathrooms are also pro­ 
vided for those who are less active. 
The great building also contains a 
museum gallery. 
Here are found 
mummies, 
curiosities of all kinds 
from old Egypt, curios from the marts 
of Damascus, from China, Japan, 
Arabia and Persia, tho old world and 
the new contributing a wondorful va­ 
riety, including Alaskan relics, and 
Indian souvenirs from tho new El 
Dorado of 
the 
Yukon. 
A 
won­ 
derful collection of 
original state 
papers of the times of the Stuarts 
and Cromwell is here seen, an assort­ 
ment not to be matched outside of 
England. 
Other wonderful features 
of the operating plant are the great 
engines and boiler room. 
There is 
also a laundry, the limit of whose ca­ 
pacity is 20,000 suits, and 40,000 
towels per day. 
The kitchen, 30 by 
50 feet, contains four large ranges, 
etc., with pro visions for the wants of 
6000 visitors. 
Innumerable electric 
lights are dispersed throughout tlie 
building. 


A BRIGAND CAPTAIN’S CAREER. 


T h e N ew s o f H is R ecen t C apture Cause« 


a Sigli of Kelief. 


The news of the capture of the noto­ 
rious brigand, Captain Athanas, the 
terror of travelers in the Balkans, has 
caused a sigh of relief. 
His career is 
the most remarkable in modern brig­ 
andage. 
He had withdrawn himself 
from his profitable and romantic busi­ 
ness some time before his capture and 
lived peacefully as a citizen at Kusl- 
owitz. 
His past did not, apparently, 
affect his social position in a town 
which is somewhat remarkable for its 
indifference as to the antecedents of its 
inhabitants, for the one very good rea­ 
son that he had given up all the incon­ 
venient habits associated with his for­ 
mer adventurous life. He tried even to 
make 
himself popular 
among 
his 
neighbors and gave his ill-gotten gains 
—a veritable Robin Hood—for the 
benefit of the poor and distressed. 


The deed by which his memory will 
go down to posterity is undoubtedly 
the “ holding up” of the international 
express in 1891 from Constantinople 
to Vienna at the station of Tscher- 
keskoi, close to the Turkish capital. 
The train was derailed, and the pas­ 
sengers, under the escort of the Ber­ 
lin tourist firm of Stangen,were plun­ 
dered and carried off to tho mountains 
to be held as hostages until a ransom 
was paid. 
Among them was an E n g ­ 
lishman. 
W ith the exception of four 
Germans and a Jew, all were subse­ 
quently released. 
With a sharp eye 
to business, 
the Jew, a rich Berlin 
merchant named Moritz Israel, was 
dispatched 
to 
Constantinople 
and 
brought the alarming news that the 
hostages would be murdered unless a 
ransom of 200,000 francs was forth­ 
coming. 
The German government in­ 
tervened and finally paid the ransom. 
Later some of tho brigands were cap­ 
tured. But Athanas managed to evade 
all pursuit.—St. Jam es’ Gazette. 


B arefooted Dogs Not F it for A laska Ser­ 
vice. 


Archdeacon Phair, who has spent 
many years in the remote northwest 
as a missionary for the Church of E ng­ 
land and is at present in Montreal, 
states that intending Klondikers who 
think of taking dogs with them aro 
making a very serious mistake. 
Mr. 
Phair says that the “ huskies,” or E s­ 
quimau dogs, are well protected with 
a growth of liair between their toes, 
which prevents their feet from being 
frozen. 
Imported dogs have not this 
necessary pedal extremity protection, 
and every dog taken into the Klon­ 
dike during this winter is sure to suf­ 
fer and be rendered quite useless. 
Dozens of noble-looking mastiffs have 
been leaving Montreal almost daily 
for the Alaska territory. 
I t seems 
deplorable that all these

should have to come to such an u n ­ 
timely end.-—Montreal Herald,

Dogwood's Many Uses. 


Dogwood 
wands make excellent 


whipstocks, and are used in some of 
the best whips. They are cut sometimes 
by coachmen in the suburbs and sent 
to town to be dressed and made up into 
whips. The stocks made of this wood 
are notable for their ornamental knobs 
at regular intervals, being the trun- 
cated and rounded branches. These 
are imitated in some other whipstocks, 
but the Imitation is a cause of weak- 
ness. 
The dogwood stocks are ei- 


tremely tough and elastic, being com- 
parable In elasticity with whalebone. 
The wood is used also for butchers' 
skewers, and some philologists conjec- 
ture that the first syllable of the name 
Is a corruption of "dag," meaning a 
spine or dagger. Dogwood, as being pe- 
cnliarly free from silex, is used by 
watchmakers and opticians in clean- 
Ing watches and lenses. The bitter 
bark of the dogwood Is used also as a 
substitute for the Peruvian qninine 
tree. Dogwood is notably of slow 
growth, and in all thickly populated 
regions the tree Is recklessly despoiled 
for the sake of its blossoms, so that 
the supply of the wood for commercial 
purposes is not large—Xcw York Sun.

A TYPICAL 
EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


rtnts o f Sun-D ried Mtul, W ith o u t V entila­ 
tion and F u ll o f V erm in. 


R. Talbpt Kelly, the English art­ 
ist, has written for the Century an 
article entitled “An Artist Among the 
Fellaheen.” 
Mr. Kelly says of a 
typical Egyptian village: 


Built ontirelyof sun-dried mud, tho 
small, low huts, from considerations 
of economy and space, join one an­ 
other whenever possible. Narrow and 
tortuous 
lanes, left at 
haphazard, 
form tho only thoroughfares, in which 
at first appears to be a huge mound of 
mud, surmounted by heai- s of cotton 
and durra stalks, which serve tho dual 
purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of 
thoso lanes are merely culs-de-sac, 
ending abruptly iu a neighbor’s court 
yard, and forcing one to retrace his 
steps and try again. 
Experience has 
taught me that tho streets lead in the 
direction at first suggested; it is often 
safer to start the other -way, and trust 
to the winding of the path to bring 
one out somewhere near tho desired 
spot. 


As a rule, the villages have the ap­ 
pearance of fortifications, tho outside 
walls being frequently without doors 
or windows, and the lanes of the vil­ 
lage terminating in massive wooden 
doors, which are usually closed at 
nightfall, and guarded on the inside 
by the village guffrah, or night watch­ 
men. 


Each “ house" has usually one door, 
opening into tho lane, small and low; 
and the few windows, if provided at 
all, are merely slits in the mud wall, 
innocent of glass or shutter, but or­ 
namented with a lattice of split bam­ 
boo, placed crosswise during building. 
Ventilation there is virtually none, 
the smoke of the fire of dung or corn 
cobs finding its egress by the door, 
and well nigh choking the inhabitants, 
which include not only the family,but 
chickens, turkeys, pigeons goats aud 
whatever live stock the inhabitants 
possess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to 
be made, the houses being too low to 
feel the breezes, and the streets too 
narrow to allow of any air circulation. 
Th$ roofs, covered with piles of rub­ 
bish for fuel, afford accommodation 
for a second installment of goats, 
pigeons, cats and especially dogs. One 
wonders how life can be supported in 
such conditions; yet the people are 
well conditioned and healthy, living 
their lives in the fields and returning 
to their houses only to eat and sleep. 
Insect life naturally 
abounds, the 
Egyptian flea particularly being a 
prodigy of manly vigor and activity; 
but the Fellah has a hide like a ga- 
moose (the Egyptian buffalo), and 
even travelers like myself eventually 
become impervious to its onslaught. 
Outside the village and almost at their 
very doors, the filth and offal of the 
place are deposited, resulting in the 
development of that plague peculiar to 
Egyptian life—“ flies"—disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and the equally valuable rat 
these villages would quickly become 
uninhabitable.

Our Public Schools. 


The report of the Superintendent bf 


Public Instructions 
is just from the 


presses. From it we gather the follow- 
ing iacts about out county schools. 


We have 185 schools, with an aver- 


age term of £.3 months. There are 188 
teachers, of whoru no are men and 78 
women. The average salary of the men 
is $30.65 and for the women $20.70. 
There arfi 7,258 scholars, of whom 3,- 
835 are boys and 3,423 girls; and the 
average attendance is 82 percent. The 
average cost per pupil per month is 
$1.23 and the average school tax levied 
& 2 milts. In Hampton Ind., McSher- 


ystown and Union Ind. districts no 


were levied, the expendidures be- 


ing paid with the State fund. The to- 
tal amount amount of taxes levied was 
*32»779-94 and the State appropria- 
tion was $34.460.73." 


During the year six new buildings 


were erected: one each in Conewago 
and Oxford t wnships and two each in 
Highland and Mt. Pleasant. This year 
one is to be erected in Liberty town- 
ship and one in McSherrystown. 


Superintendent Tboman speaks high- 


ly of the district institutes that are held 
.and'highly endorses school libraries, 
•which can now be found in many coun- 
try schoools.

Tke Proposed 'Bank 


Tbe New Oxford Bank projectors

ney General, at Harrisburg, stating 
that a charter could not be granted 
for the purpose of doing a banking 
business, unless upon a capital stock 
of $50,000. They can, however, es- 
tablish a savings institution with less 
capital, but this is not exactly what is 
wanted, owing to the limited privile- 
ges extended it.

Suicide from Overwork. 


With a bullet hole in his left tem- 


ple and a bottle labeled "lavender and 
aconite" on a table, Dr. A. P. T. 
Grove, 42 years old, of Dallastown, 
York county, was found in a room in 
the Eutaw House, Baltimore.at 12:30 
o'clock Monday. He was unconscious, 
but breathed faintly, and was remov- 
ed to the Maryland University hospi- 
tal, where he died later in the day.

An Omaha letter to the New York 


Post says there is little doubt that 
there has been a heavy emigration 
from Nebraska. South Dakota, and 
Kansas during the past two or three 
years as a result of the three years of 
dry weather. This is especially true 
as regards Nebraska. Even a fair ap- 
proximation of the statistics of this 
movement is possible. Most of these 
people are farmers and most of them 
have gone South. The past year was 
a disappointing one for the Nebraska 
farmers. 
The crops |were neither a 


failure as in 1894 nor a big success as 
in 1892. They made a small yield 
over [ibe whole State, and the prices 
which have obtained have precluded 
any;idea of pi ofit. With the record of 
three years in succession staring the 
people in the face, it is not at all won- 
derful that they should have become 
discouraged. 


Steel wagon roads, as advocated by 


Martin Dodge, State Road Commis- 
sioner of Ohio, are likely to have a 
thorough trial in several States this 
year, predicts the American Agricul- 
turist. 
These roads consist of two 


rails made of steel the thickness of 
boiler plate, each formed in th» shape 
of a gutter five inches wide, with a 
square perpendicular shoulder half an 
inch high, then an angle of one inch 
outward slightly raised. The gutter 
forms s conduit for the water, and 
makes it easy for the wheels to enter 
or leave the track. Such a double 
'track steel railroad, 16 feet wide, filled 
in between with broken stone, macadam 
eize, would cost about $8900 as against 
$7000 per mile for a macadam roadbed 
of the same width, but the cost of a 
rural one-track steel road would be 
only about $2000 a mile. It is claimed 
that such a road would last much 
longer than stone and that one horse 
will draw on a steel track twenty times 
as much as on a dirt road, and five 
times M much M on macadam.

WARNING ABOUT CANNED GOODS. 


In buying tin canned vegetables or 


fruits those only should be selected 
that have a slight depression in the 
end of the can. This by experts is ac- 
cepted as proof that the contents of 
the can are in a proper condition. " If 
the end of the can is raised or bulged, 
reject it, as that is a proof that the 
contents of the can were not heated 
sufficiently at the time of sealing, or 
that in the past or present they have 
fermented. If cans are ordered by the 
dozen, the member of the household 
who inspects the supplies should re- 
turn all cans having such an appear- 
ance. 
Lead poisoning is not to be 


feared from good brands of tinned 
goods if the contents of the cans are 
emptied as soon as opened into earth- 
enware or glass. 
When glass jars are 


used, keep the fruit or vegetables in 
them from contact with the rubber 
band. Though there is little danger 
from their contact, there have, it is 
said, been a few cases in which pois- 
| oning is thought to have been caused 
by chemical changes in the rubber 
when in touch with acid.—New York 
Post.

Elizabeth Pepper, of Ford City, by 
her son, Matthias Pepper. 


Not one of the piles of marble and 


granite attracts so much attention as 
the piece of polished glass, with its 
clear inscription, which stands on a 
gentle slope falling slowly from the 
hilltop. 


Matthias Pepper, who had the glass 


set up, is assistant superintendent at 
the Ford City factory. The piece used 
as a grave memorialis a part of a large 
plate which was made of unusual 
thickness for the construction of cir- 
cular panea to cover" the portholes of 
ocean steamships. 
The practical in- 


destructibility of glass was its quality 
which suggested to Mr. Pepper its use 
in the cemetery. Marble and granite 
seem to many to be almost eternal in 
their hardness, but they are far Irom 
it, and not at all to be compared with 
glass. 
Wind and rain, heat and cold 


have their effects on stone of any kind, 
and finally wear away the hardest 
granite and cause it to crumble. Go 
into any old graveyard, where stones 
were erected more than one hundred 
years ago, and it will be found to be 


SELECTING SEED CORN. 


A great many farmers who regard 


themselves as quite careful in the se- 
lectionjof seed content themselves with 
making the selection at husking time 
or from the crib, t>eing guided by the 
appearance of the ear. This is not 
sufficient, however, to secure the best 
results. Professor H. J. Waters, Dean 
of the Missouri Agricultural College, 
narrates a direct experiment on this 
point. 
The field was gone through 


and fine ears were selected from the 
large, thrifty stalks having an abun- 
dant leaf growth. Another lot of eare, 
equal in size, was gathered from stalks 
smaller and less thrifty. After the 
seed had been gathered, tho one lot 
3ould not be distinguished from the 
other so far as the appearance of the 
ears went. The only difference was in 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
ears. A field was planted with these 
two lots of sesd. All through the sea- 
son that portion which had been grown 
from seed taken from the thrifty stalks 
could be distinguished from the plant- 
ing made from the seed taken from 
the less thrifty stalks. 
At harvest 


time the difference in i'avor of the seed 
from the large, thrifty stalks with 


the exception where all the lettering 
on the monuments can be made out. 
The stone has crumbled and the out- 
line has been obliterated. No such ef- 
fect is produced by the weather on 
glass. 


The Pepper monument is of plate 


glass one inch thick, a foot and a half 
wide and four feet high. It stands in 
a mortise cut into a cube of sandstone. 
The tpprof tbe glass is arched. 
The 


lettering on it is made by the "sand 
blast" process, and is distinct. The 
monument bears this inscription: 


In memory of Elizabeth Pepper, of Ford 


City. Died February 4, 1892. Aged seventy- 
seven years. 


Also"William Pepper, husband of the above. 
Died 
. Aged 
. 


From this inscription it may be in- 


ferred truly that William Pepper is 
still living. 


This new use for plate glass is likely 


to become extended, for it has many 
things to recommend it. The trans- 
parence and purity of the material are 
suggestive and appropriate. 
It is 


easily and quickly etched, its cost is 
not great, and in durability it sur- 
passes any other available material.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 
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plenty of leaf growth was seven bushels 
per acre, and Professor Waters thinks 
that if this process of selection was 
carried on for a series of years a vari- 
ety of corn could be considerably im- 
proved on the one hand, or almost en- 
tirely run out on the other. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the selection of 
seed ears from the same crib, being 
guided by size andgeneral appearance 
of the ear simply, is not sufficient, and 
that it is quite as important to know 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
seed ear as it is to know that the ear 
itself has the size, form, etc., which 
suit [the purposes ot the farmer.— 
Western Farm Journal.

The Hand Upon the Wall. 


Upon the wall of cell No. 7, in the 


County Jail at Manch Chunk, Penn., 
is the imprint of a man's hand, which 
would not attract attention were it not 
for the strange story connected with 
it—a story which can be vouched for 
by many of the town's citizens. 


Alexander Campbell, of Lansford. 


was an occupant of the cell in June, 
1877. The Mollie Maguires were hold- 
ing their reign of terror throughout 
the coal regions at that time and he 
was arrested and sentenced to be 
hanged in connection with the mur- 
der of John P. Jones. He stoutly as- 
serted his innocence, and it was only- 
through tne confessions of his com- 
rades in crime that he was convicted. 
The night before he was hanged he 
stood on his cot, and, it is said, plac- 
ing his hand upon the wall, he de- 
clared that in proof of his innocence 
the imprint would remain upon the 
wall forever. 
The impression of the 


hand can be as plainly seen now as if 
placed there yesterday, though the 
walls have been whitewashed often. 


The phenomenon has been viewed 


by many, but none of them has been 
able to suggest a plausible solution of 
the mystery. 


The cell is regarded with awe by the 


prisoners in the jail, and if any of them 
become unruly the warden has onlvto 


lor themselves, many times over, and 
have outlived their usefulness. 
StiU 


they are permitted to occupv valuable 
ground, and besides yielding nothing, 
are an eyesore, greatly detracting 
from the natural beauty" of a, place. 
During the winter months these unin- 
teresting and unprofitable objects 
should be removed and cut up into 
firewood. In spring, new orchards 
should be planted on well-prepared 
ground, under-drained aad subsoiled. 
Notwithstanding the prevailing low 
prices, no mistake can be made in 
planting fruit trees. The rich lands 
which are at our disposal, and the re- 
markably favorable climate which we 
are blessed with should be taken ad- 
vantage of. There is a question as to 
the advisability of spending labor and 
money on some kinds of crops, but 
the fruit-grower can, if he will, con- 
tinue to make an honest and good liv- 
ing at this pursuit for years to come. 


The trees we plant live to bless the 


world and enrich the inheritance of 


the stable air pure. Without doubt, 
tuberculosis is more prevalent among 
cattle closely confined in stables where 
the ventilation is bad than it is where 
the air is good. Live stock should 
certainly be allowed outdoor exercise 
when the weather is mild and com- 
fortable, but if it snows or rains and 
the air is chilling, the animals should 
be given stable protection. 


It is also important that the stable 


should not be too warm in winter. A 
temperature of 40 degrees is a very 
satisfactory one. When it is as high 
as 60 degrees in the barn, stock turned 
from this into a freezing atmosphere 
to water are very apt to be severelv 
chilled and take cold. 
When the 


stable is at 40 degrees animals are not 
so easily chilled when turued from the 
stable. Every stable should have a 
thermometer to guide one in keeping 
the temperature of the room as uni- 
form as possible.—C. S. Plumb, Direc- 
tor of the Indiana Experiment Station.

Then Pretty Bertie MoOonnell At- 
tempted to Kill Herself. 


COATKSVILUC, Pa., Mai^cli 23,—Ono of 
tho mosii shockiui? tragedies that has ever 
stirred tho people of this place occurred on 
Saturdii^, when protty Berth» McCon- 
nell, of this city, and barely 20 years of 
ape,* shot Harry Thompson, a traveling 
galesman foi» the vSingcr Sewing Rlachine 
company, while in a hotel in Lancaster. 
She boanled au express train after tho 
shooting and returned to this place, where 
she attempted to end her life in the same 
manner. 
Tlie double orime is alleged to 
have been the result of Thompson having 
deceived aud betrayed the young woman. 
Both Miss McConnell and her victim are 
in a critical condition, and will probably 
die. 


The young woman is tho daughter of 
John McConnell, a well known citizen of 
this place, o'li was possessed of a disposi- 
tion and personality that won for her 
many friends. It was too years ago that 
she met Thompson. 
She was then em- 
ployed in a dry goods 
establishment. 
Thompson seemed to ilnd favor In tho 
young woman's eyes at once, and this soon 
led to a friendship that quickly ripened 
into love. 


Thompson visited the young woman fre- 
quently. 
Ho told her his home was In 
Harrisburg, where ho lived 
with 
his 
mother. In time, however, it was gossiped 
about that he was a married man. 
This 
charge ho denied. 
Tho young woman evi- 
dently had fuith in her lovop, for about 
two months ago she left town with him, 
and it was current report that they had 
married and wero living quietly and hap- 
pily in Lancaster. 


That this was not true became known 
only last Monday, when Miss McConnell 
returned to Coatesville, and to some of her 
closest friends made known that she had 
been deceived and ruined by Thompson. 
While hex*e she purchased a revolver, and 
on Friday returned to Lancaster with 
what now appears to be a determined re- 
solve to avenge herself. 


She went to their room in tho Keystone 
Howooiiand-none but she and Thompson 
knows what took place there. 
They evi- 
dently quarreled, but none of'the hotel 
attaches heard any shots ilred. It was not 
until morning that the discovery was 
made. Thompson was found in bed with 
a bullet wound in his head and the bed 
clothing saturated. Ho was conscious and 
refused to tell who shot him. When ques- 
tioned as to Ills wife's whereabouts ho re- 
plied that she had gone for a doctor. 


It became known soon afterwards th.it 
Miss McConnell had left tho hotel and 
came immediately to hor home in this city. 
She went upstair^, and placing tho re- 
volver against her breast fired. The bullet 
missed her breast, but passed through her 
lung and lodged in tho back. 
She then 
told of her attack on Thompson. She said 
ho had ruined hor life, and as she had 
nothing to llvo for sho wanted him to die 
before ho could bring ruin and disgrace on 
others.

The doc- 
tors have probed the wound to a depth of 
three inches without succeeding in iinding 
the ball.

TWO MINING FATALITIES. 


Thirteen KUlod at Dubois and Two Res- 
ou«ra at Adrian, PA« 


Dnnois, Pa., March 
A torrlfio ex- 
plosion of gas occurred at the Berwynd- 
Whito shaft in tho oastDrn limits of the 
city yesterday, and thirteen minors wero 
killed. 
The mino is a new ono. which the 
company has been opening up and work- 
ing crews in shifts to pusli the headings 
out in various directions for big work 
later on. . 


Eighteen men wont on at 7 o'clock in tho 
morning, fourteen going into the north 
heading and four into tho south heading. 
At about 10 o'clock tho four men -were sen- 
} siblo of a shock, and a few minutes later 
the mine boss came to them and told them 
something had happened, and that they 
should get out as soon as they could. 


When tho partv, then consisting of five, 
reached the foot of tho shaft they wero 
nearly overcome by the gas and were hur- 
riedly taken up in the cage. As the work 
of rescuo proceeded It was found that the 
shock in the north heading was so terriilo 
that two of tho bodies wore mutilated al- 
most beyond recognition, but the balance 
had evidently been sullocatod by the foul 
gas. Tho dead are:

PUNXBUTAWNBY, Pa., March 24.—The 
gas in mine No. 1, Adrian, exploded Sun- 
day night, and the mino is on lire. It is 
impossible to got into the mines any dis- 
tance, although the explosion occurred 
two miles back. 
Shortly after midnight 
the lire boss heard an explosion, aud yes- 
terday morning tho men going in to work 
were overcome. Eleven men have been 
broughi out, with twx> dead. The dead 
are Isaac J ones, married, with three chil- 
dren, and Joo Lawrence, widower, with 
eleven children. 
Both these men wero 
rescuers. 


All Seven Wore Murdered« 


ALMA, Wis., March 25.—A;i Investiga- 
tion just concluded shows that the seven 
members of the Oldhouse family, who 
were found dead in tho ruins of their 
burned house on the 0th inst., wore mur- 
dered. An inquest was held at the time 
and a verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned. 
Yesterday the bodies were ex- 
humed. 
It was found that two bullets 
had penetrated tho skull of the father, 
that the mother's skull had been crushed 
and that the head of one of tho children 
had been crushed in, A revolver was found 
on the bed near the mother's side, and a 
shotgun lay near the body of tho husband, 
whose remains were found near the front 
window. A fracture in the skull of one 
child was evidently made with a hammer, 
which was found near the body. There is 
no clev?' to the murderers. 
The object was 
evidently robbery.

PITTSBURG, March 23.—Fire in the At- 
lantic refinery yesterday caused a loss of 
over íi30U,0Uü, The lire spread to tho tanks, 
and the burning oil rushed down and 
spread in streams of fire over tho prop- 
erties, The water poured on tho oil had 
no effect, and only served to scatter it. 
The fluid rushed over the tracks of the Al- 
legheny Valley railroad and blocked all 
traffic, Tho telogra-ph and telephone wires 
and pules near the refinery wero burned 
down from the intense heat.
